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Fire Protection in Schools 


'Citing the fact that there have been some fifty-five 


schoolhouse fires in Indiana since last -May, Fire Marshal 
Longley is placing emphasis upon the necessity for more 
rigorous precautions against fire in the buildings in Avhich 
more than a million children gather during.. the school 
hours five days in a week. Fortunately, none of the fires 
this year have been of serious character and none have 
cost life, but this fact in1 no wise lessens the necessity for 
greater precautions'."' 


In making his recommendations for safe schoolhouse 


construction Mr. Longley is being guided by the Ohio 
•building code, adopted soon after the Collimvood disaster 
hi Ohio, in which the lives of more than one hundred and 
sixty school children.were lost. This code not only cre- 
ates definite standards for building construction, but pro- 


1 vidcs for a statewide system of inspection as well: Among 
other requirements, the Ohio building code . definitely 
•names the space to be occupied by buildings for the vari- 
ous grades, and fixes a maximum height for each. It pro- 
vides for fire provisions and fire stops, for the purpose of 
preventing the spread .of fire .from one part of -the build- 
ing to another. 


All heating plante,.by the Ohio code, must be placed 


,iu a fireproof heater room, and no boilers carrying more 
than thirty-five pounds of pressure are permitted within 
the walls of a school building; 'The spacing of desks the 
requirements for safe electee wiring, and the'location of 
heater pipes near exits are all provided for in the code 
.Because in'many-of the tragedies from burning school- 
houses it has been definitely shown that even the simplest 
precaution would have been sufficient to save many lives 
Mr. Longley is anxious to impress upon, every Indiana 
community the need for securing safety in schoolhouse 
construction.

If a trust in its effort to secure monop- 
oly uses unfair means to drive a dozen 
or a score of its competitors out of 
business, does the law in stopping such 
unfair methods attack bubiness or de- 
fend it ? 
Ir railroad management ex- 


tracts from merchant* or manufacturers 
who ship over its lines rates til) per 
cent too high, is not the position of the 
law that rates must be reasonable a de- 
fense of business? 


We do not. of course, undertake 
to 


deny that there may be exceptional in- 
stance'! in which state legislation may 
have carried the regulative tendency ti> 
undue interference. 
But w« do assert 


that the fcreat body of such legislation 
is animated by the spirit of friendship 
to honest and lawful business. 
It is 


the dishonest and unlawful kind that 
is disturbed by legislation uguinst its 
offenses. 
The criticism 
to 
be 
made 


against that sort of enactment is that 
it was delayed too long. If vou cannot 
unscramble eggs in the business world, 
the law should not have permitted them 
to be scrambled. 


President Wilson's words alter sign- 


ing the currency bill undoubtedly meant 
that the administration was friendly to 
honest and legitimate business. 
If the 


great corporations will conduct 
their 


business with careful regard 
for 
the 


laws, they will get along all right. But 
if they return to the old practice of 
robbing the public with one hand and 
their shareholders with .another, thev 


iiy expect trouble to continue.

Mr. VTiUiams' Presentation. 


Henry M. Williams -presented to the 


organization a sketch of the historic old 
aqueduct, and the picture is at present 
on display in a window of the Wolf & 
Dessaucr store. Mr. Williams' letter ac- 
companying the gift was as follows: 


"Fort Wayne, Ind., Dee. 29, 1913.—To 


the Old Aqueduct Cluh of Fort Wayne, 
Intl.: I beg you will kindly accept this 
sketch, iu ghostly white, of your old mtd 
much loved aqueduct, dear in your mem- 
ories and mine' 'in our 
boy-swimming 


days of old. 


"The three of us in the picture shown 


swimming, at the north etid of the aque- 
duct, you, and I, and the other one. will 
have to look out for that boat coming 
in at the south end, or we 
may 
lie 


crushed" between the boat and the side 
of the lluiuc. But I think we will scam- 
per out in time onto tlie cast edge of the 
flume, and hold on there while the mules 
tramp of or our heads, .and the boat is 
pulled past us. We were always smart 
enough to escape in the past, and I. think 
we will now. in tlie picture- 


"Do you remember how beautifully 


rounded were the up and down stream 
ends of the stone pier in the center? J 
have never seen a handsomer pjcr from 
that time to this. The two abutments 
were good also, but my memory has al- 
ways dwelt with most pleasure upon the 
remarkably handsome phapc of that cen- 
ter pier. The. two arche? from tlie two 
abutments to thi- pier in the ornter wore 
frraccful in ?h?pe. ten three-inch plank? 
brtit. and boltM tngdlirr with a hun- 
dred bolts in ?arh arch. 


"I do not remember the esact date of 


thi' buildinjr of this aqueduct, but my 
father. .Tr.«.«e I... Williams, nftcr complet- 
ing hi? work on the "Ohio Canal,11.'' <ame 
hero in 1822 to begin }he construction of 
Indiana'-" canal?, and the six miles uf 
the fefder with {he St. -Tor river dam 
and thi? aqueduct would naturally have 
been his first •votk. Be had built in nil 


400 miles of canals in tho state of In- 
diana, when someone invented railroads, 
killing plum dead the old too slow canal 
system. 
"'Sic transit gloria canali," 


which means that the canal system of 
transit got sick. And 


"As railroads grew quicker, 
GUI' canal grew sicker, 


And it died.
